EXAMINER'S COMMENT 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on October 23, 2009. These drawings are acceptable. The 
applicant has switched Figs. 7 and 8 to be consistent with the specification wherein Fig. 7 shows 
the radiation pattern when the radiating elements are active, and Fig. 8 shows a decrease in the 
sidelobe amplitude when the interleaved transmitting elements are present and parasitically 
excited (i.e. set to zero). 

2. Figs. 9 and 10 are objected to because it appears that they should be switched as well. 
Fig. 9 is described in the specification as showing the radiation pattern for the transmitting 
waveguides fed and Fig. 10 illustrates the radiation pattern for the transmitting waveguides fed 
and the receiving waveguides cleared or set to zero. However, Fig. 9 shows reduced sidelobes 
compared to Fig. 10.
